tality of external means. 

God communicates himfelf to 
them, by giving them his Holy 
Spirit ; and they give themfelves 
tohim. Ele theds abroad his love 
in their hearts by the Holy Ghoft; 


| andthey love and obey him with 


filial affeétion, joy and confidence. 
Fie comes to them, and makes his 
wbode with them, by his Spirit : 
and they under the influence of 
this Spirit, draw nigh to him in 
prayer and praife, aad other reli- 
gious exercifes and adtions, and 
meet with a gracious acceptance. 
Hence, the communion coufifting 
in fuch mutual communic 
may, with propriety, be termed, 
the communion of the Holy Ghott 
—the Holy Spirit being the great 
and comprehenfive on 
God’s part, communicated by him, 
hemerg all their holineis and 
fpiritual joy and happinefs; and 
the great ascent in, or fource of 
ali holy and acceptable communie’ 
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cations and correfpondence, on 
their part. 

4. All Chriftians, who have 
communion with the Father, and 
with his Son Jefus Chrift, have 
fellowfhip with one another. 

By one Spirit Chriftians are all 
baptized into one body, and are 
all made to drink into one Spirit. 
1 Cor. xii. 13. Hence, as one 
general rule of faith and practice ts 
common to them all, they have 
fellowfhip in fentiment, affection 
and practice. The fame viewsand 
ideas of God, of Chrift, and of 
themfelves, of the law,and of the 
gofpel, are common to them all— 

I mean, the grand capital ideas. 
They believe the fame fundamental 
doétrines—in the fame mediator, 
and with the fame kind of faith. 
They jointly partake of and fhare 
inthe fame Spirit. Hence, they 
are alike affeéted towards God and 
Chrift and one another—towards 
mankind in genera!—towards the 
things of this world, and thofc of 
the worldto come. They jointly 
partake in the fame graces or fruits 
of the Spirit, though not ali in the 
fame degree. They have the fame 
end ultimatel ly in vier oo fame 
fupreme ultimate ot ‘ct of cefire, 
hope and purfe ut. They enjoy the 
iame fpiritual pri vileges and blef- 
fings, th ough in different degrecs 
and with circumftantial differences. 
They have a joint- “par rticipation in 
the fame communion with God 
and Jefus Chrift. They have a 
common intereftin the fame God 
and Father—in the fame Lord 
and Saviour—in the fame right- 
coufnefs and atenemcnt, and in the 
fame eternal Being 
members of the fame body, united 
‘o the fame common head, they 
have a mutual intereft in and care 
of one another, and can feel for 
and 1 fymp athize withone another in 
iny and iorrew 3 
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taivation. 
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their feveral wants and abilities, 
communicate and impart to one 
another, for their mutua! benefit. 
This communion of Chriftians 
with one another, appears to be 
comprifed in the communion of the 
Holy Ghoft ; fince it cithcr con- 
lifts in, or is the natural conie- 
quence of, their joint-participation 
of the fame Holy Spirit, by whofe 
agency they are formed into one 
body, of one aa and one foul, 
under and in union with one coms 
mon the Lord Jefus Chrift,

Thoughis on the nature and deo 
icon of the Probation of Sine 

ners jor Leraity. 
HAT mankind are proba- 


tioners for eternity, is a 
truth abundantly evident from the 
{criptures—and it is of preat im- 
portance that it fhould be Tightly 
underfioed and beheved. it is eve 
ident, however, thet many enters 
tain ¢rroneous notions am. 
it—rnotions which cre inconfiftens 
with the character of God, and 
involve afalfe idea of the nature 
of man, and of moral agency. 
Itis a matter, therefore, worthy 
of particular attention. ‘The fol- 
lowing obfervations are cttered 
with a defign to fet the fubje& ina 
true point of light-——and a hope 
that they may rm in the mind 
of the reader, fome jutt fenfe of 
the folemn and all-important fitua- 
tion of mankind while in this pro- 
ane ftate. 

Whea itis faid that mankind 
are probationers for eternity, it is 
implied that they are in a flate of 
trial 3 and that their condition in 


Tele 
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and according to | the future worldis fufpended upon 
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theiflue of this trial. It implies 
that they are moral agents; and 
that /ife and death are fet, before 
them for their cheice—the one or 
the other of which is to be their 
portion,according to the tilue of the 
trial, or the probation oftheir hearts. 
Firft. In order to any perfon’s 
being in a ftate of probation, he 
muft be a moral agent. But what 
is moral agency ? ‘Ox what is ne- 
ceffary to cin Sel a perfon a free 
moral agent ? A few obfervations 
in anfwer to this queftion will tend 
to elncidate the general fubject. 
Some jaft ideas refpecting free 
moral agency, are melee to a 
right underftanding of the nature 
and deficn of that ftate of trial, 
or probation, in which mankind 
re placed. 
Aadit may be obferved that

forth volitions, or atts of choice, 
in view of abjects » according to 
the age2ons which they excite. 

It is-immat? tg what the saiure 
of a perfon’s tatte of heart is, in 
order to free moral agency ; be- 
canfe free mer. agenc cy does not 
confitt in being of a parcicaler 
tafle, or temper of heart ; but in 
aéting according to ow tilte, be it

we are free moral agents in the 
highett fenfe ct the words. 

The ‘lien which fome have had, 
that in order to our being free more 
al agents, we mutt have a power 
to dvjire, will, and e@ contrary to 
our éajle s or, which is the fame, 
that we muft be able to change our 
own hearts, or, to fove and choofe 
an object, at the fame time in 
which we have a tafte wholly op- 
pofed to it, is abfurd. No fuch 
~—s is implied in free moral agen- 
cy. Whoever fecls the affec?ion of 
love or ee ed—pleafure or pain, 

when the divine character, or any 
thing of amoral nature is brought 
into view 3 and whofe wolitions, or 

xercifes of the will, are corref- 
pondent to thefe affections, is a 
free moral agent. He has all tie 
freedom of action which it is pof- 
Gble to conceive of, in a creature. 

That thefe ideas refpecing what, 

ea imphied in free wowat agency, 

e juit, will be evident, if we 
confide r that the ele@ angels, who 
are effablifhed in holine fs, are free 
moral aceats, fo far that “all their 


exerciles are praile-worthy or vir- 
tuous and hely. But wherein 
does this freedem confift, exeept 
“eager

Sutfrom this they will ever be 
y the conftant upholding 
hand of God. Adam alfo, in in- 
mnocency, wasa free moral agent, 
and acted out the temper of his 
heart. ‘She divine character, ta 
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which he was conformed, ever ex- 
cited in him the affection of lové=- 
the natural effect of which was, 
fuch volitions and external a@ions, 
as were the proper expreflions of 
it. And when by the fall he be- 
came of acorrupt tafte—a partial, 
unholy affection, he was {till as 
much a free moral agent as before. 
His exercifes were {till voluntary. 
He ftill aéted as he pleafed, or ac- 
cording to the tafte of his heart, 
tho’ it was now corrupt. 

The fallen Angels alfo, are free 
moral agents; that is, if we con- 
fider them as finful, or blame- 
worthy, in their exercifes. But 
what freedom have they, except 
that of a¢ting voluntarily, and ac- 
cording to the tafte of their 
hearts ? If they, or any creature 
had powerto aét otherwife, or in 
oppofition to their own natures, 
thefe volitions and external a¢tions 
could no longer be confidered as 
the expreflions of the heart. A 
man’s living, externally, in total 
difobedience of the divine com- 
mands, would not afford any cer- | 
tainevidence of a corrupt tafte ; 
nor would the moft perfect exter- 
nal conformity be in the leaft de- 
gree evidential of a right temper or 
tafte of heart. ‘The tree could no 
longer be known by itsfruit. The 
abfurdity and falfchood of thefe con- 
fequences,prove the falfehood of the 
doctrine or fuppofition from which 
they flow. 

Secondly. In order to men’s 
being in a ftate of probation, they 
muft not only be moral agents in 
the fenfe now explained, but life 
and death, good and evil, taut be 
fet before them for their choice ; 
and their future {tate and condition 
be fufpended upon their loving and 
choofing, or hating and refufing 
the one or ihe other ; including 
thofe affeGions and volitions natu- 
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rally conneéted with thefe. Both 
Vor. II, No. 1. L 
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the ele and the fallen Angels, 
are free moral agents, as has been 
obferved ; but they are not proba: 
tioners. The ar hy is, they are 
not now ina ftate of trial for their 
future condition ; or upon which 
their treatment in a future ftate is 
put atiffue. But this is effential to 
aftate of probation. It implies a 
trial of charaéter, by the prefent- 
ation of objeéts of a mioral nature, 
in fuch circumftances as will draw 
forth and exhibit to the view of 
creatures, the tafte or di/pojition of 
the heart, iz order toa flate of rete 
ribution. 

This probation, or trial and pro- 
ving of hearts, by means of moral 
agency, or free wolitions and ace 
tions, thro’ a particular period of 
time, is not neceffary for the ins 
formation of God—He fees the 
hearts of all, intuitively. But for 
the information of creatures, it is 
neceffary. In this way only can 
they learn the dependance of crea- 
tures—what they are when the di- 
vine influence is withheld—what 
the evil of fin is, and the implaca 
ble and incorrigible nature of a fin- 
ful heart ; fo as to be prepared, to 
the beftadvantage, to fee the right- 
eoufnefs, propriety, and beauty of 
the divine charaéter and conduét in 
the retribution he will make to 
mankind in their final {tate. 

Further. With refpeét to maz’ 
kind, who have fallen and become 
finners, and are under the probas 
tion of the gofpel, it is to be obs 
ferved, that there is fome probabil- 
ity, or reafon to hope, that they 
will pafs thro’ a change of charace 
ter, and become of a new and hos 
ly tafie or difpofition: And thus 
become entitled to the future blef- 
fednefs propofed in the gofpel—= 
and be prepared for it. Upon 
trial the hearts of all men prove to 
be naturally corrupt, and wholl 
fo. The law of God which is 
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ranfcript of the divine chera¢ter, 
and calculated to give the know] 
edge of fin, is prefented to them : 
But their free moral agency, or vo- 
litions and aétions refpecting it, 
manifeft that their hearts are oppo- 
fed—yea, that they are enmity 
againit God—that they are not 
fubjeét to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be, without a radical 
change. The gofpel of the grace 
of God is alfo prefented, contain- 
ing the free offer of pardon and 
falvation thro’ a glorious Mediator, 
with the alternative of a certain 
and aggravated deftruétion if they 
neglect fo great falvation. But 
from this dio they turn away, and 
with one confent excufe them- 
felves, and refufe a compliance. 
Still, however, there is fome hope 
of them—fome probability that 
they may yet be of atafte or dif- 
pofition to embrace the gofpel ; 
becaufe God waits upon them— 
calls and invites them by his word 
and providence—gives the Holy 
Spirit to ftrive with them, and fet 
before them their fin and danger, 
and in numerous iaftanees, renews 
and fané ‘ifes the hearts of fin- 
ners—the salceaicel which i: 
that they as voluntarily and “a 
embrace the Saviour, as they be- 
fore rejccted him. Now as the 
great dcfiyn of God in giving fin- 
ners the means and advante ges of 
the gofpel was, not only to prove 
them, sal exhibit to the ere 
the implacable wickednefs of cheir

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cipal thing implied in the probation 
of finners under the gofpel, viz« 
the probability that they may be- 
come the fubjeéts of a change 
of heart, by the word and {pirit 
of God, and be heirs of falvation. 
It may be obferved, again, that 
the {tate of probation’ which men 
have under the gofpel, both thefe 
who embrace it, and thofe who 
continue impenitent, is a ftate in 
which the means ufed with them, 
nd the moral objects prefented to 
their view, ferve not only to prove 
their chara@ers, and bring the na- 
ture of their affection out to view, 
but alfo to frengthen and increafe 


that affection ; and thus prepare 


them more and more, for thofe op- 


, pofite ftates to which the penitent, 


and impenitent, will be affigned. 
When the rain, and the rays of 
the fun fall en a field that is 
fown, they caufe the feed to fpring 
up, and pare of what fort it is, 
whether wheat or tares. And by 
continuing to Fave they ftrengthen 
and increafe and bring them 
both to y, and thus prepare 
them for that cndto which their

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ges they enjoy, the fatter will their ° 
guilt and wic skednefs increafe, till | 
they are ripened and “ fitted for 
deftruction.’ 

Having fugg {ted thefe thor ughts 
upon the fubj ectundet contideration, 
it may be proper to add fomething 
more directly infupport of the idea, 
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} as to hapviaefs or mifery, 


that mankind, in the prefent life 


are in faét in fuch a ftate of proba- 
tion as has been deferibed. 

1. That mankind are free mor- 
al agents ; or that they have under- 


ftanding, tafte and will, and are | 


thercfore proper fubjects of exhor- 
tation and command, 1s decidedly 
evident from the numerous com- 
niands and exhortations which are 
addrefied to them in the fcriptures, 
which are the word of God. Itis 
evident alfo fromour ownconfcious 
feeling and experience. Weknov 
that we have underftanding, and 
that thetruths of God’s word, when 
attended to and realized, excite in 
us either pleafure or pain, love or 
hatred. We know aifo, and are 
confcious, that all our welisions ref- 
{pecting thefe truths, or any thing 
of a moral nature, are the tree out- 
flowings of our hearts, or moral 
taite and difpofition. We cannot 
therefore conceive of any pe a- 
gency more per fetly free. 


2. That the future con nditio 1 of 
men is { fended upon the prefent 
cial of their characters, or, thet 
pe aud ath are fet bs to » the m 
ia the gofpel for their choi, is alfo 
evident trom the feripiures. it is 


implied in all the invitations, calis 
the gofp oul and iS 
direc tly afferted in nunc S$ in- 
Itis written * what nies "y 
foweth that fhali he alio 
This iotimates that th: 
-time for Eternity, 
ind that the future flate wiil be a 
itate of retribution to mankind, in 
which they will be treated accor- 
ding to the ifue 
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probation ; or the charaéter - they 
- m in this life. 

This is exprefsly taught alfo by 

“rift himfelf in the parable of 
the talents, Math. xxv. which rep- 
refents the future jtate of mankind, 
to be 
according to their improvement of 
the prefent. And toward the clofe 
of the fame chapter, it is fet forth 
ina {till more plain and literal man- 
ner, that there fhall be a genera] 
judgment, in which the characters 
of ail, as formed and proved in this 
life, fhail be brought out to view. 
And that all whoby theirfree mor- 
al agency in their treatment of 
Chrift and his caufe, have mani- 
feited themfelves his enemies, and 
are proved to be of a tafte and dif- 
pofition fuited to be companions 
with fallen apottate beings, fhall be 
fentenced to ‘ depart accurfed in- 
to everlafting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” But that 
the righteous thofe who have fub- 
mitted to Chrift, and are proved 
to be his friends, fhallenter into life, 
and “inherit the kingdom prepared 
for them from the foundation of the 
world’! 

This fubject, inthe light in which 
it has now been confidered, brings 
into view, and confirms the follow- 
part icular, and very practical 
and important truths.

and are univerfally of a corrupt 
depraved tafte or difpofition, as 1s 
afferted in the feriptures ; then it 
ts evident that there muft 
change of tafte, or they will never 
have any holy affection, or love to 
God and the Savior, nor any holy 
or virtuous volitions and actions m 
the fight of God. it is neceffary, 
not only that the feed of the word 
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fhould befown, but that the ground 
alfo be good, in order to fruit being 
brought forth unto holinefs. 

Mere cultivation of a bad or bar- 
ren foil, and fowing good feed up- 
on it, will not change its nature ; 
though it may prove it, and fhow 
that it is nigh unto curfing, i in that, 
while it drinketh in the rain which 
cometh oft upon it and receiveth 
cultivation, it fendeth forth nought 
but briers and thorns. 

Qr to change the figure ; Cul- 


tivation, even when accompanied 


with the benign influences of the | 


fun and the rain, will not change 
the nature of the feeds ina field that 
is fown ; but it will bring them 
forth, and prove them, and prepare 
them for that end to which their 
nature is fuited, whether good or 
bad. And thus it is with refpect 
to the means ufed with finners, 
or the cultivation they receive 
under the gofpel. Suchmeans are 
ufed with them, and fuch ob- 
jects prefented, as would draw 
forth holy affection and its fruits, 
were they not of an unholy nature, 
or a depraved corrupt tafte. But 
fince they ate, nothing fhort of a 
radical change of heart or tafte, or 
being “ born again,” will effeé 
this, and bring them to a compli- 
ance with the gofpel. And this is 
agreeable eee doAcine of Chrift.”? 
“We nuit make thetree good or its 
fruit will not be good. A good 
tree bringeth not forth corrupt fruit : 
neither doth a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit.’ 

2. The inexenfablerefs of fr 
ners in repe: ling the Scfpel. 
and Death are fet b-tore med 
Light has come into the world 
and thines around them, but they 
hate it, and turn from it, as it 1 
not congenial to their natures, 
and choofe darknefs—-the w Ly 
which leads to death. This they 
do with all the frved-m which it is 
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pofible for creatures to have. - In 
rejecting the gofpel, and treading 
under foot the Son of God, they 
a& out their hearts. Their ac- 
tions are the free outflowings of 
their natures, which are thereby 
difcovered, as the nature of a tree 
is difcovered by its fruit. ‘They 
arein themfelves as confcious of 
freedom, in “ their ungodly deeds, 
and hard fpeeches”’ againft Chritft, 
and his caufe, and in all their treat- 
ment of him, as they are in any 
of their conduct towards each oth- 
er. And when they are treated by 
a fellow creature in any meafure as 
they treat God and the divine Sav- 
ior, they are ready to refent it as 
criminal and vile, and deferving a 
retribution of evil. ‘Thus they are 
condemned by their own daily con- 
duct and out of their own mouth; 
and might juftly be cut down, im- 
mediately, as “* cumberers of the 
ground.”” And God, by waiting 
upon them, and continuing the free 
and gracious offer of falvation, 
while they continu to harden 
their hearts, and turn away from 
it, evinces his long fuffering good- 
nefs, and lays a foundation fur the 
fupport of his charaéter, and the 
difplay of his mercy and juftice, 
in the great decifive day. Then. 
if not before, every excufe and 
falfe refuge of finners, will be 
{wept away—every cavilling, re- 
plying mouth will be ftopped and 
all the world become guilty before 
God. 

How folemn, therefore, is the 
fituation of mankind in the prefent 
lite! Itis a probation for Lterni- 
ty, and every circumftance in- 
volves eternal confequences. We 
are all, either veflels of wrath fit- 
ting tor deftruction, or vefiels of 
mercy preparing for glory, Nor 
is there any hope refpecting thofe 

vho are (ill j lmpenitent, except in 
: fovereign mercy and grace of 
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God, who is able to humble and 
renew their hearts, and thus carry 
on his own work. The. Lord is 
indeed carrying on his work, and 
will continue to carry it on, by 
bringing finners into his kingdom, 
and fealing them by his Holy Spir- 
it, unto the day of redemption. | 
But with refpeét to any individuals 
who are ftillimpenitent, we know 
not whether God will difpiay his 
grace in their repentance and falve- 
tion, or glorify his juftice in their 
deftruction—giving them over to 
hardnefs to eat of the fruit of their 
own way and be filled with their 
own devices. Dut this is certain, 
and a truth which ought to fink 
deep into the mind of every impen- 
itent finner, that unlefs he is bro’t 
to feek the Lord in earneft, and 
with a renewed humble heart he 
raull perith. A confideration of 
thefe things, and of the fhortnefs 
and uncertainty of life, ought to 
awaken and alarm the thoughitlefs 
and vain, and excite the children 
of God to diligence and to a care-

W E conftantly find that per-

In this point of view, that fol- 
emn injunéion of the Apoftle 
comes very pert:nently to our aid. 
—Be filled with the Spirit ; Ipeak- 
ing to yourfelves in Pfalms, and 
Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, fing- 
ing and making melody in your hearts 
to the Lord. (Eph. v. 19, 20.) 
In further purfuing this fubject, let 
us take this paflage of infpiration for 
our guide. In it we find full evi- 
dence of the divine inftitution of 
Pfalmody, or the exercife of vo- 
cal mufic in focial worfhip ; inti- 
mations refpecting the nature and 
defiyn of the duty, with fpecial di- 
rections for the right performance 
of it. That Pfalmody, or the 
public worfhip of God by vocal 
mufic is a duty of divine inftitution, 
and as fuch has been practifed by 
the people of God in every age of 
the Charch, is a point, I thal! 
now cndeavour to eflablifh, Ina

Itis not for fpeculative ar- 
gumentation, but for practical im- 
preveiment, that I would hold up 
the idea as a fubject of formal trea- 
tife. It is from a defire that this 
truth may be more deeply realized 
under the felemn impreflion of di- 
vine authority, that our obligation 
to the duty might bemore generally 
and fenfibly felt ; and the duty it- 
felf attended upon with ferioufnefs 
and folemnity, in the fearand love 
of God, with aview to his glo- 
ry, froma principle of obedience 
to his authority, and with a fait! 
in the divine injunétion and accep- 
tance of the duty. Without theie 
views, all our a&s of vifible and 
pretended worfhip, however de- 
voutly performed, are but will-wor- 
fhip ; and that folemn queftion from 
the word of God heaid and reali- 
zed by confcience, who hath re- 
quired this at your hend, mutt ftrike 
tus dumb in the midft of our pre- 
{umption, and cover us with con- 
fafion and theme. 

How many duties of revealed 
religion are there, of the moft 
plaia and pofitive injunction, which 
we formally and habitually dif- 
charge without any fenie of, or 
iefpeét to the divine authority ! 
The following queftions, put home 
to our confciences, will help us to 
a conviction of the truth of this 
reflection, Jn afl my condu®, do I 
ak from Q pi in 
God ? 
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tocorvince us of our extreme aten- 
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out the power of godlinefs. And 
Tam induced to think that there 
3s no one duty of the pape life, 
in which mankind, and even chrif- 
tan profeffors pene rth s, are fo 
effentially deficient, which they 
performwith fo little confcientiouf- 
nefs, and fo fecble a refpeét to the 
divine authority, as the duty of 
finging God’s praifes in the foctal 
worfhip of the family, and the con- 
eregation. While our cars are 
charmed with the mufic, how of- 
ten are our hearts untouched with 
the ic nyiment, and even frozen 
with snbelicf ? How ftran; Bes and 
unaccountable this, if true!

Doctor Hawes of London to 
the Trusress of the Misston- 
aky Society of Connecticut. 


Bath, Jan. 31ft, 1801. 


Brethren beloved in Chrift, 
OUR favor of September 
24th reached me only yef- 
terday. It drew forth the warm 
effufions of thankfgiving to our 
common Lord. Itis evident the 
different continents contain the 
fame holy catholic Church, that 
the waters of the Atlantic fepa- 
rate not the communion of faints, 
and that the redeemed by blood, 
whofe fins are forgiven them for 
Chrift’s name fake, hold faft the 
bleffed hope of eternal life and re- 
joice in the prc ofpe é& of meeting 
around the throne from every nie 
died tongue and nation, when we 
fhall know even as we 
Nothing will be more grateful 
to us than to hear your increafing 
progrefs ; and that the cloud no 
bigger than a man’s hand fpicads 
over your firmament aid poricnds 
avundance of rains ‘Vhe ot 
cuilp lay of divine | in imady 
lands adds to our hope, that he 
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and people that bear the mark of 
evangelical peeuliarity, we hope, 
that if the Lord had meant to flay 
us, he would not have fhewed us 
fuch and fuch things, and that we 
fhall yet be preferved for a light to 
the Gentiles and to carry his fal- 
vation to the ends of the earth.

N this their annual report the | 
Truttees feel it to be their du- 
ty, firlt of all, to acknowledge ~ 
the good hand of God in fo far 
feconding their feeble efforts, to 
advance the caufe of the Redeem- 
er. In anfwer tothe prayers of 
his people, and in tender pity and 
compaflion to perifhing finners, he 
has been gractoufly pleafed to in- 
creafe a mulonary fpirit, to open 
the hearts of many to contribute 
generoufly to the fupport of mif- 
fions, and to crown the labors of 
his miffionary fervants, in various 
places, with great fuccefs. Never 
did there appeartebe fomuch need 
for faithful, zealous Miffonaries as 
at the prefect time, and neverhave 
fo many c.rcum!tances confpired to 
ftimulate the exertions and excite 
the prayers of the people of God 
for the furtherance of this defira- 
ble objet.
